Spring and Fall Work Must 
Be Considered. 


ames 


In deciding tae ume to plow, the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of both 
spring and fall plowing must be take 
inte consideration. Heavy fall rains 
indicate ‘that fall plowing should “be 


sdone, as the gain of moisture during 


the winter by the stubble land prob- 
ably would not equal the loss of mole 
ture taken by the weeds In the fall. 
only light raina occur, however, the 
molsture in the soll produced by these 
rains probably would be more than eff- 
set by the greater quantity of snow 
held by the stubble during the winter, 
and the reduction of the weeds in the 
crop. Spring plowing would then be 
better. The availability of labor in the 
fall and winter, will influence the 
amount of plowing done, but « greater 
effort ghould be made to do the plowing 


if here is heavy precipitation than if 


the rainfall is light. The only advan 


tage in late fall plowing 1s that the | 


amount of spring labor tn preparing 
the seedbed is reduced. This advan- 
tage, however, may be offset by re 
duction in_the yield,

| perilously near & failure last year. 
| ‘These vital facta were disclosed re- 
leently at a meeting In Toronto, of 
the Agricultural Section of the Or 
ganization of Resources Committee 
of Ontario, called to discuss the flax 
isituation. Evidence was also given re- 
lgarding what Ontario already had 
done to relieve the shortage. In 1917 
thirty-three flax mills were operated, 
6,000 acres were planted and 2,600,- 
000 pounds of fibre and 45,000 
bushels of seed were produced. Our 
flax business last year had a total 
value of $2,000,000. Moreover, the 
seed produced will accomplish a vital 
(mission abroad, as a large part of it 
ihas been shipped to Ireland to meet 
ithe great seed deficiency there. 

8,000 Acres at Least This Year. 

Already flax growers are planning 
an 8,000-acre production, at least, 
for this year, Each of the mills are 
in the market for all the straw and 
seed that can be secured and good 
prices are assured the grower. The 
arrangements made in the past 
have, for the most part, provided for 
the leasing of flax land by the mills 
at a rental of from $10 to $15 aa 
acre. The grower ploughed the land, 
prepared the seed bed and hauled 
the crop to the mill—except where 
the crop was carried on the railroad. 
The mill operator supplied the seed, 
often did the seeding, and harvested 
the crop. The flax was pulled by hand 
and the workers were housed in tne 
fields in tents. Their transportation 
was paid by the mill company and 
they received $1 n acre for pull- 
ing. It took a first-class puller three 
days to finish an acre. As the work- 
ers prepared their own meals, the 
growers were in no way inconven- 
fenced by having them on their 
farms. 


Flax a Highly Profitable Crop.. 

While this system is still followed 
almost entirely, farmers may very 
profitably grow flax, doing all the 


} 


work and.selling the crop outright to 


the mills, An acre of gobd flax will 
produce some nine bushels of seed 
and two tons of straw. The seed sells 
now for from $7 to $9 @ bushel, while 
the price of straw will be dependent 
upon quality. In case labor condl- 
tions prevent the pulling of flax the 
crop may be harvested with a binder, 
the seed sold at a remunerative price, 
and the straw at about $15 a ton. 
Old sod land is preferred-for flax 
and any soil which will produce 4 
good crop of oats will be suitable, 
Wireworms and white grubs, 80 de- 
structive to other crops, will not at- 
tack flax. The seed snould be plant- 
ed not later than May 10th and the 
crop is harvested during the middle 
of July; thus the soil is left ip excel- 
lent condition for winter wheat, A 
thorough discing, without ploughing, 
is sutiicient preparation for the 
| wheat crop. The fear that fax is 
particularly hard on the land is un- 
founded, as it does not take more 
from it than any ordinary held crop.

|} Jn 1916 and 1917 the Department 
of Kducation made regulations which 
permitted students to leave school 12 
April, provided that their term's 
work was satisiactory, for the pur- 
pose of engaging 10 furm work, 3!

standing without passing the custone 
ary promotion examinations, 

When the students bad responded 
to the Government's appeal and bad 
volunteered in toousands for the 
work which they realized to be of 
such importance, there remained the 
problem of putting each individual 
applicant for work in touch with a 
farmer who desired assistanee, This 
was accomplished through the On- 
tario Government System of Public 
Employment Bureau in cases where 
the students were unable to make 
their own arrangements. A minimum 
wage of $15 per month was set, but 
the farmers soon realized the value of 
the students’ labor, and offered 4s 
high as $35 per month. The average 
wage pald was $138.

tent with durability. The fence that 
ls erected at a low initial cost Is not 
necessarily economical, for it may be 
short lived. ‘ 

Wire fences are very generally re 
placing those of stone, wood, 
hedge wherever the latter are becom- 
ing unserviceable, In selecting a wov- 


| en-wire fence, it is preferable to eco- 


nomize by eliminating ‘unnecessary 
wires rather than by using a lighter 
weight wire. In pastures where only 
cattle or horses are to be kept there 
is no need of providing a fence the | 
spacing In which ts close enough to 
turn hogs. 


Weight Determines Cost. 


The facter which determines the 
price of woven wire fencing 1s its 
weight, so that in fences of the same 
height a wide spaced fence with com- 
paratively few wires costs less than & 
narrow spaced one with more wires.

Controlling Potato Dis- 
eases from the Start 


(Keep for reference) 

Potatoes are plentiful this spring. 
Procure your seed from & field which 
produced a good heavy crop the pre- 
vious year. The smooth appearance 
of the seed alone is no guarantee of a 
heavy crop. Disinfect the potatoes 
before cutting the Soak them 
for three hours in & barrel containing 
either of the following solutions: 

Corrosive sublimate 2 oz. in 25 gal- 
lons of water. (Note: fatal poison to 
man and beast). 

Formalin: 1 pint in 25 gallons water,

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Wooden Boat Launched | 


The following, taken trom the Mail 
& Empire of May 15th, refers to 
Messrs. ‘Quinlan & Robertson, Ltd., 
and is the same firm who are now 
carrying out the work in constructing 
St. Lawrence street, Madoc, and refers 
to but one of the manv lines in which 
this Company are engaged : 

Quebec, May 12.—With thousands 
of cheering enthusiasts to see her 
leave the ways, the first vessel built 
in close to half a century on the bariks 
of the St. Charles River took to the 
water shortly after seven this morn- 
ing at the shipyards of the Quinlan & 
Robertson Co., in Limouilion W 
She is one of the six vesse 
under construction here for the Im- 
perial Board, and indications are that 
more wooden vessels will shortly be 
built at Limouiliou. 

These ships, we learn. are being 
built for the Imperial Board at a cost 
of $600,000 per ship, which totals $3,- 
600,000 for the six. 

To assist in carrying out this work,

THROUGH 100 MILES WASTE. 


‘ios Australian Railroad Traverses 
Wilderness Lacking Water. 

The longest tangent in the world, 
$20 miles without the slightest varia- 
tion from a straight line, occurs on 
the railway linking Western Austfa- 
lia to the eastern states, which was 
formally opened on November 32th. 
In the 1,052 miles of line between 
Port Augusta and Kalgoorlie there is 
not a single tunnel and very few cuts, 
while at only a few places on the 
eastern section is the ruling grade of 
one in eighty approached. The 330- 
mile straight occurs in the great lime- 
stone region of the Mullabor Plain 
which the line traverses for over five 
hundred miles.

Supplying Milk for City Trade, 


“Safety first’ is a good slogan in 
‘the milk business. To make milk 
‘safe it must be drawn from healthy 
cows — preferably those which have 
|passed the tuberculin test; the stable, 
| pasture and all surroundings must be 
| clean; the utensils which come in 
| Somcact with the milk must be clean; 
‘the persons handling the milk should 
| be @ living advertisement of exempli- 
i fied cleantiness; the delivery wWwag- 
| gons, cans, measures, etc,, should be 
jclean, Im order that assurance 
‘safety may be doubly sure, it is ad- 

visable to pasteurize the milk,-—that 

‘is, heat it to 140 degrees to 150 de- 
| grees F., hold at this temperature 
| for twenty to thirty minutes, then 
\eool to 5u degrees F. or below and 
‘hold at thig temperature until deliv- 
ered to the consumer,” Pasteurized 
milk is the safest kind of milk for 
humans to drink. 

The person buying milk has certain 
| duties in order to-ensure a safe pro- 
| duct, especially for children, Among

Until recently this basin was 
practically unused. 

On the completion of new term- 
inals and docks, part of a scheme of 
improvement which cost the city 
$7,000,000, and which, it was esti- 

ted, would cost approximately 
$25,000,000 more before it was -fin- 
ished, Bedford Basin and the town 
of Rockingham, sn the west shore, 
became extremely important. 

*Because the barbor furnished bet- 
ter protection from submarine and 
warship attack than the outer harbor, 
Bedford Basin with its new railroad 
terminals was taken over by the 
Canadian Government for munition 
loading. Rockingham, within three 
years, became the home of thousands 
of laborers, who, in many cases, lived 
in hastily constructed homes border- 
ing on the bay and extending to the 
city of Halifax.

GARDEN FOR EVERY FARM 


It is particularly important 
that every farm have «@ well- 
cared-for garden this year—to 
furnish fresh vegetables for 
home use, to reduce the cost of 
living and to increase the na- 
tion’s food supply. The quantity 
of vegetables produced from the 
garden depends to a great extent 
apon its location. Give the gar- 
den the best site available. 


Soils in good tilth and well supplied 
with plant food produce the best gar- 
dens. Successful gardens, however, 
can be grown on all kinds of soil from 
light sands to mucks and heavy clays. 

It is often possible to select a site 

with soll that will yield better results 
with less labor than nearby plats with 
less favorable soils, Good soll is es 
sential to a successful garden. If the 
#oil in the selected garden site le poor, 
it must be put into good condition he- 
fore satisfactory respits: can be ex- 
pected. Eveh where the soll is good 
to start with, it will be necessary to 
spend considerable time in improving 
it by cultivation and fertilization be 
fore it is in first-class conditien for 
the production of vegetables. 
_ A sandy loam/‘is an excellent type 
of garden soil. Sandy solls, as & rule, 
warm up earlier than others in the 
upring, and enable the gardener to 
plant his crops early. Solls too sandy 
dry out very rapidly and the crop* 
are liable to suffer from drought. 

The lay of the land has considerable 
influence upon the time when the soll 
lean be worked, and «a gentle slope to- 
ward the south or southeast ts most 
desirable for the prod ion of early 
crops. It is an edvantage to have on 
the nerth and northeast a hill, a group 
lof trees, some evergreens, & hedge. 
| putidings, a tight board fence, or & 
| «tone wall In order to break the force 
of the wind. 

Drainage Is Important. 

| Good drainage of the garden area 
‘is of prime importance. If this does 
i not exist naturally, it may be sup- 
plied by tillage or by artificial drains. 
‘The surface of the land should have 
‘sufficient fall to drain off surplus wa- 
ter during heavy rains, but the fal 
should not be so great that the soll 
will be washed. On hillsides wash- 
ing can be overcome to a considerable 
extent by contouring the rows 80 as to 
éause the rains to run off slowly. . The 
garden should not contain depressions 
in which ‘water will accumulate dr 
stand. If the surface is irregular, © 
itttle soll can be taken from high 
places and the low ones filled. Waste 
water from surrounding land should 


net flow toward the garden, and the. 


fall below should be such that there 


will be no danger of it backing up. | 


A garden site on the banks of a creek 
or stream that will be liable to over- 
flow during the growing season should 
not be selected if any other land can 
be had. 

A good fence around the garden plat 
ts almost indispensable. It should 


protect the crops from all farm ani- | 


mals, Including’ poultry, and should 
be tight enough to keep out rabbits. 
The question of proximity to the 
house is of as great importance in 
focating the garden as the eharacter 
and contour of the ground. In every 
ease it should be as near as possible. 
so that the work of caring for the 
crops may be done at odd times and 
the vegetables quickly secured by the 
housewife. A kitchen garden located 
near the kitchen door is a conveniente 
in thousands of homesteads. It is de- 
sirable even where a separate larger 
garden is utilized for the production 
of the main portion of the vegetable 
supply for the family. 
Impertance of Sunlight. 
In selecting the location for the 
garden and In planning the srrange- 
ment of the crops, the gardener should 
understand that no amount of fertiliz- 
er, watering and care will-replace sun- 
shine. Careful consideration should 
bé given to how many hours a day any 
part of the proposed garden space is 
shaded. As a rule, foliage crops, 
such as lettuce, kale and spinach, do 
fairly well in partial shade, but must 
have a minimum of three hours of 
sunshine a day. Plants which ripen

Events of The 
War in Brief 


After a delay extending over nearly 
a month the German offensive has 
been resumed on the western front. 
In this case simultaneous attacks haye 
begun at-two points, one of these, as 
in the previous case, being where 
‘yench and British forces join. Here, 
as in the first offensive, there has been 
some giving of ground, but how much 
has been yielded it is too early to say. 
‘In fact it is impossible as yet to speak 
definitely as to the position at any 
point along the line, but by the end of 
the week it should be fairly clear 
whether this second drive is.to be suc- 
cessful or utterly fail. 
Fighting which almost assumed the

proportions of major operations occtr- | 


during the week when French 
troops at Locre and the Australians 
at Ville-sur-Ancre scored notable ad- 
yances. 

Brilliant fighting by the Australlians 
on the south bank of the Ancre, a little 
over a mile to the north of Moriancourt 
resulted in the capture of the village 
of Ville-sur-Ancre with about 400 pris- 
oners. The operation was carried out 
in the face of many natural and arti- 
ficial difficulties, the ground being 
mershy and difficult to traverse. More- 
over the Germans were installed on an 
elevation which overlooked the direct 
line of advance, and the attacking Aus- 
tralians were swept with machine gun 
fire while they struggled ee 
through the swamps. They persist 
in their attack, however, and wrenched 
the hill from the enemy after a hand- 
to-hand fight. 


Madoc Garden Contests 


The food shortage is recognized as 
so serious in Europe that the soldiers 
are cultivating 50,000 acres between 
the lines in France, 7,000 in Salonika 
and approximately 700,000 in Mesopot- 
amia, Egypt, Palestine and Cyprus. 
In Egypt, 
British Armies will this year grow all 
their own vegetables and a large part 
of their hay and forage, All the milli- 
tary camps in England are being cul- 
tivated also. At Aldershot where 23 
acres were being cultivated 15 months 
agro, 1200 acres are now under culti- 
vation.

breathing if there is any life in the | 


body. Give it a suck of the sow’s milk 
and place it in the receptacle, as de- 
acribed previously. The pigs will not 
suffer if they do not suck for a few 
minutes after farrowing. 

Cut Out Back Teeth. 

Refore placing the pigs with the sow, 
cut out the eight small tusklike teeth. 
There are four of these on each jaw 
in the rear of the mouth. These teeth 
are very sharp, and if left in the pigs’s 
mouth they will likely cause tearing of 
the sow’s udder, and the little pigs cut 
one another’s mouth while fighting for 
a teat. These teeth can be removed 
with bone forceps, wire nippers, or 
with a knife. Never pull out the teeth. 
Always cut or break them off. After 
this operation is over, place the pigs 
with the sow, care being taken that 
each one gets to a teat. When the 
after-birth is passed, it should be re- 
moved from the pen at once and bur- 
jed or burned, There is good reason 
to believe that eating the aftormbirth 
is often the beginning of the habit of 
eating pigs. 

As a rule, the sow should have no 
food the first 24 hours after farrowing. 
but should be given a liberal drink of 
warm water. If, however, she shows 
signs of hunger, & thin slop of bran 
and middlings may be given. The feed- 
ne for the first three or four days 
should be light and the time consumed 
in getting the sow on full feed should 
be from a week to ten days, depending 
on the size and thrift of the litter.

are parties to a treaty for the 
protection of birde unique tr 
the history of the world. The 

full text of this pact may be obtained 
on application te the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa,-along with the 
text and the enabling act (bin $2), 
passed by the Dominion Paritament 
on July 21, 1917. An abridgment 
of the text of these laws is in conres 
of preparation, and will be issued 
in leaflet form for distribution by 
the Canadian Society for the Protec 
tion of Birds this year. 

This treaty wae drafted and signed 
after an exhaustive biological survey 
of the North American continent, ts 
which the evidence of experts regart- 
ing the mission of certain species of 


birds in organic nature to maintain 
was 
presented and confirmed. The 

ing decrease of useful species ef birds 
of all kinds on this continent wae 
also noted and deplored. 

The treaty provides for a perpetual 
cloge. season on all migratory insec- 
tivorious and weed-seed eating birds, 
and for apecial periods of protection 
for vanishing species mach as the. 
Wood duck and the Eider duck. It 
abolishes spring shooting all over the 
continent and provides a cloze season 
on all migratory game birds through- 
out the nesting season—from Marob 
10 to Septembef ist. 

The Canadian enabling act + is, 
known as the Migutory Birds Con 
vention Act. This splendid Act— 
which the public should be made 
aware of, is now operative 
out the Dominion—imposes a maxt- 
mum penalty of ome hundred dollars 
or six months’ imprisonment, or both 
fine and imprisonment, on any person 
violating its provisions. It also pro- 
vides for the confiecation of all guns, 
ammunition, vessels, vehicles aad 
outfits of every description, that may 
be used in the violation of the act of 
even with intention te violate it.
